‘‘There being in existence an inferior English Gooseberry, (some of 
which are in America), which is named Red Jacket, the Committee 
on Nomenclature of Western New York Horticultural Society, at 
Rochester, January 25th, 1899, to hereafter prevent confusion in 
varieties, renamed the American Red Jacket, ‘“‘Josselyn’’ in honor of 
the introducer. 

The above being the case the right name for our gooseberry now 
is Josselyn as when we named this gooseberry Red Jacket we were 
not aware that there was another [English] gooseberry which was 
named Red Jacket long before ours was originated so of course, even 
if aninferior kind, the older plant has the right exclusively to its 
original name. Numerous leading Nurserymen have written us 
stating that the above change in name is right and entirely satisfac- 
tory. Asfar as we are concerned we find that the change in name 
has been of great benefit to us, as although our plantings of this 
variety are large, we have as yet not succeeded in growing enough 
of them for the demand and from all we can learn this variety for 
above reasons is not selling at all well under the old name. 

Heretofore we have had considerable extra correspondence on 
account of the two plants with one name. This takes time and I 
hope the above will be satisfactory to our customers and that it will 
obviate with us turther correspondence on this branch of the subject.
